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JERSEY.—La Corbiere Lighthouse. La Corbiere is 
the western terminus of the railway, and is situated above a 
quarry of rose-coloured granite. From the residence of 
the keepers projects a paved way to the Lighthouse through 
huge blocks and boulders strewn on either, side. The 
Lighthouse was built in 1874, and its light can be seen a 
distance of 17 miles in clear weather. 
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
